CHINESE PRESS LAW, 


The Board of Civil Administrations has 
compiled the Press Lawa provisionally: 
whieh read as follow :— 

Artielu 1.--Those who establish a news- 
paper or periodical oltice shall first apply to 
the police office for sanction without which 
no publication is allowed, The offices of 
newspapers or perivdiculs already in exist- 
ence ahall nlso apply for the same. 

Article f1.—Kither dnily, weekly or 
monthly periodicals shail have the name 
and residence’ of the publisher, editor, and 
printer in each copy of the same, 

Artiele TIT, —Tho following matters shall 
not be published. 

t.- Matters which insult the Tmperial 
family, 

—Mattors which affoet the national 
dignity. 

3- Matters which disturh the publi 
peace, 

4.—Indecent mutiurs, 

Article TY,--Matters concerning diplo- 
matic or anilitary affnies which have been 
notitied not te be published by the Yamen 
evuverned, shull not be published, 

Article V.--Undeeided criminal cases 
shall net be criticised, 

Article VI-- Corrections signed by the 
person oor his friends of the matters 
published which are incorrect shall be 
published, 

Article VIL—Those who violate those 
stipulations will be punished in the follow-
